DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-64 are pending in the instant application and have been examined. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

specfication shall conclude w,th one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter wh.ch 

the applicant regards as bis invention. 

3. Claims 1,14, 28, 42, 51, and 58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The claims contain the following passages who's meaning is not clear: 

"Low overhead connection" The term "overhead" is not defined in the specification or in the language of 
the claim so as to appraise oneofordinary skill in the art as to the scope ofthe claim. The term "lowoverhear 

is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. The term "low overhead" is not defined by the claim, the 
specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art 
would not be reasonably appraised of the scope of the invention. 

"Existing message type" This term is not defined in the specification or in the language of the claim so as 
to appraise one of ordinary skill in the art as to the scope of the claim. Additionally, the mstant any message is 
created it becomes an "existing" message type. The applicant may wish to change the claim language to "pre- 
existing" message type. 

"piggy-backing" It s not clear what the Applicant intends as "piggy-backing" of one message onto 
another since many different means of simultaneous transmission of messages exist. 

"Computing environment" It isn't clear what is meant by this term. 
Claims 2-13, 15-27, 29-41, 43-50, 52-57, and 59-64 are dependent on claims 1, 14, 28, 42, 51, and 58 
respectively and are therefore rejected on the same basis as are those claims.
